German artillery's gas defense along 
the Aisne a week later.' 


The gases employed in the shells 


have been improved steadily in ef- 
ficacy and German gas mas*ks. al- 
though preventing fatal results, do 
not give complete protection to the 
wearers', whose health and respira- 
tion" show the effects 
when 
rapid 


movements are necessary as in serv- 
ing guns.

playing—gambling and ruined lives. 


He attacked- the demon Rum, and 


said that the time to quit drinking

In connection with this 


he declared that the remembrance of 
worldlv pleasures were not going to 
help one a bit. "What good will it 
be to you to say in hell. 'Look at the 
pleasures I've had"?"
